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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed 8/8/05, is acknowledged. 

2. The first Jacquemin declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132, filed 8/8/05 is sufficient to overcome the 
previous rejection of the instant claims based upon the deposit of KRIX 1 hybridoma cell that produces 
the monoclonal antibody under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. 

3. The second Jacquemin declaration under 37 CFR 1.132, filed 8/8/05 establishes that the article is 
describing applicants' own work. The declaration indicates that applicants are the sole inventors 
and that the others were merely working under their direction. Said declaration is sufficient to 
remove the Jacquemin et al (blood 92, 710, Abstract No.2917, November 1998) and Gilles et al 
(blood 92, 710, Abstract No.2919, November 1998) as references under 35 U.S.C. 102(a). In re
